In spite of this, I've just reformed eight 210 MF/450V capacitors from a 
power supply that is 20 years old. The supply hasn't been plugged in for 
nearly 10 years.

I 
mention this only to point out that because they're aluminum electrolytics 
AND they're old, does not automatically mean they're toast.

The reason I put the 7808 in there was to lower the voltage drop 
across the LM317, with it there it runs cooler, but the power 
transistors run hotter because they are not being switched into 
full saturation. In other words, there is no particular reason 
that it must be an 8 volt regulator, I just happen to have some. 
You can put the full input voltage to the 555 if you want to, it'll 
just make the LM317 run hotter because the voltage drop across it 
is greater, but it runs so hot that I'm afraid it might fail. 


A higher power supply voltage to the 555 equals a higher voltage 
square wave being generated by it. I used the 7808 to bring the 
square wave amplitude down, I didn't need or want 24 volts DC going 
to the LM317, 18 volts or so would do fine. 


If you have a 7809 or 7812 it will work, or you can 

use a zener diode and resistor to feed the 555 about 8 to 10 volts. 
It's not too critical. If you had a 9v zener and a 100 ohm resistor, 
you could use that to drop the voltage to the oscillator. I may even 
simplify it further to just use a resistor in place of the 7808. 
Maybe regulation is not needed, there's already one regulator. 


You've given me an idea to improve the circuit by simplifying it, 
thanks! I'll have to look at to see if that will work. 
You can use something like this in place of the 7808: 


11-15 v in 100 ohm resistor 8 to 10 volts out 


Thanks for your interest in this, two heads are better than one! 


I think Radiosnack has 9 volt zeners.

Here is the text of something I posted to the 817 group a few days ago about 
the DK9SQ mast and the MFJ mast 


I am the North American supplier of the DK9SQ mast. DK9SQ supplies me 
with the mast from Germany, and I do all the North American Sales except 
for Dayton - Walter enjoys Dayton, so he comes over each year and sells 
masts to pay for his trip. This year at Dayton we changed our arrangements 
a bit, and I will now be doing more advertizing, sales, and support here in 
North America. You may have noticed my ads in the major amateur radio 
publications the past few months. 


The mast is priced at $99. Shipping in the US is $7 - either Priority Mail or 
UPS (I prefer UPS). Shipping to Canada is $15 (via mail). Shipping to other 
countries is at actual cost. I can take check, MO, VISA, or MC. 


I bought an MFJ mast at Dayton to see what the differences were. Below is a 
description of the DK9SQ mast and the MFJ mast with the differences. 


Both the DK9SQ mast and the MFJ mast are the same physical size. Both 

have ten tapered telescoping sections which lock by friction when extended. 
When collapsed the masts are 46" long. The maximum diameter of the 

mast is 2 1/8" at the base. It is 1 3/4" dia at the top of the bottom section. 
The top of the top section of each mast is less than 1/8" diameter. The MFJ 
has an eyelet on the top - the DK9SQ mast does not. The DK9SQ mast 

weighs in at 3 1/4 lbs. The MFJ is 3 5/16 lbs. 


The bottom 5 sections of the DK9SQ mast have metal reinforcing rings at the 
top of each section. The MFJ does not. The DK9SQ mast is made of black 
fiberglass. The MFJ mast is made of regular fiberglass and coated with a 
shiny black coating. 


The bottom 5 sections of the DK9SQ mast have a rough surface on part of 
each section to make it easier to grip the mast when extending or 
collapsing the mast. The MFJ is entirely coated with the shiny black coating. 


The DK9SQ mast comes with a cloth carrying case, the MFJ has a clear 
plastic carrying case. 


I have not done any destructive tests to see if there is any difference, but I 
would guess both masts are similar in strength. Because of the shiney 
coating, I would guess that the MFJ mast would collapse inside itself sooner 


in a wind that would work the joints loose - my opinion only - I have not had 
the MFJ up in a wind yet. 


DK9SQ also supplies antennas that are designed to work with the mast. It 
appears that the size of the MFJ and the DK9SQ masts are close enough so 

that the antennas will also work with the MFJ mast. I have placed the center 
support for the loop on the MFJ, and it fits, but not a tight as on the DK8SQ 
mast. 


These are my observations and comments. Yes - I DO have an interest in 
the DK9SQ mast - I sell them.

I picked up a couple of books that were being discarded by our technical 
library. One of them was called "Transmission Lines, Antennas and Wave 
Guides", by King, Mimno, and Wing and published in 1945. It describes using 
a quarter-wavelength stub to suppress even harmonics across a transmitter's 


output terminals. This can be done at the terminals or anywhere along the 
transmission line. Since at the fundamental frequency the stub impedance is 
effectively infinite, it places little load on the transmitter. Even 
harmonics, however, are short-circuited. The book does not say how much the 
harmonics are attenuated. Does anyone have any experience with this 
technique? It seems like this could be a quick and easy way to clean up the 
output of a rock-bound rig like the original Tuna Tin 2. 72,

The relevant section of the DXCC rules: 


Written proof (i.e., QSL cards) of two-way communication 

(contacts) may be submitted directly to ARRL Headquarters 

for all DXCC credits claimed. Photocopies and electronically 
transmitted confirmations (including, but not limited to fax, telex and 
telegram) are not currently acceptable for DXCC purposes. 


They do not have any exclusion of laser or inkjet cards; those appear 
to be legal. Photocopies are excluded, but I think the intent is to 
prohibit the submission of copies of cards rather than originals; a 
base card reproduced on a copier, but with handwritten contact 
information, would probably be legal. 


eQSL cards are also currently illegal, but I have heard that the 
League is studying that issue. I expect to see some form of 
permissible electronic confirmation within a year or so, though it

> may not be the current eQSL system. 


First off, I'd like to know how they can distinguish between an 
automated QSL card that I print with all the info 'printed' on the 
card, and an image of that same card (filled out) and sent to 
someone to print at their end. They can't. 


However, if they say there must be ‘some writing' on the card, 
THEN there could be a distinction. But if they do that, then 
they technically should also disqualify any cards that come in 
with stamped or typed info as well. 


And on further reflection, I suppose they could say that any format 
is acceptable, as long as the contact information is NOT put on 

the card by the same means as the raw card is generated. Would 
that be a compromise? Even though it would 'put out' those that 

do automated QSL card printing. Maybe a ‘signature' line as 
verification after the rest of the card is printed would cover that 
contingency. 


As to the eQSL, that issue is beyond the discussion of QSL cards, 

and falls directly into the 'verification of a contact' issue. I suppose 
we'll all have to get secure signature certificates from the ARRL 

so they can be absolutely certain no one cheats. 


Heck, if you want to go that far, why not set up a ‘QSL verification 
server' on the internet, whose sole purpose is to assign coded 
validations to any contacts... Then you wouldn't even have to 

send in those contacts, just provide the reference number. 


Hmm, I wonder what kind of traffic load that kind of service 
would have to support to a dedicated server.... 


Maybe that would be a good idea for another 'member service' 
of the league!

Inspectors look at this very 
carefully to see if there are any obvious attempts to alter what is 
written there. The card itself means nothing, only the writing. Some 
of my most valued cards are hand made by hams who wanted to give a 
little flavor to their card.

I don't think there is any authoritative word on what 
QSL's are accepted for DXCC ... but the card checkers 
do have to make their best determination that the card 
is indeed authentic. 


I have had cards ruled out because they did not 
contain reference the DXCC entity. Others have "lost" 
cards when the originator had corrected something 
important - like the freq. band! 


Folk in Europe, for example, might be concerned about 


QSL's being acceptable for USA county awards ... i 
don't know if these require the county to be marked on 
the card? 


I think if someone were operating from a rare 
location, it would not be wise to use home-printed or 
hand written QSL's - nor could they logically do it if 
they made lots of QSO's. But I am afraid to ask DXCC 
in advance about my QSL's I received from Swaziland - 
they are obviously printed from a color ink jet that 
was running out of ink, and on thinner stock than I 
use for homebrew QSLs. 


I think the bottom line is we all should have 
practices to authenticate our cards beyond what comes 
out of the printer - and note all the good QSL 
managers do it in some fashion - like a rubber stamp 
that marks onto both card and the printed label that 
records the QSL.

I've finally finished my homebrew 40 meter transceiver that I started 
months ago. The receiver is based on W7ZOI's Progressive Receiver and the 
transmitter is a modified MFJ Cub circuit. The IF is 5.18 MHz and the VFO 
runs from 1.820-1.895. Power out is 1.5 Watts. 


With the help of W7ZOI's computer programs I designed a 500Hz cw filter 
which works quite well, as well as a double tuned bandpass filter for the 
transmitter.

Maxwell,W2DU in "Reflections II" recommends 50 no. 73 beads 
over RG-303 cable for a useful 1.8-30 mhz current balun. For 30-200 mhz he 
suggests 25 no. 43 beads. 


He also show a test setup to prove current balance. The balun is connected 
to a one foot sqaure aluminum plate. Then input end has the shield grounded 
to the plate. The output end is connected to the plate thru two unequal 
resistors (one thru center and one by shield}. RF is applied to the input 


and the rf voltages are measured across the two resistors with and rf 
voltmeter.The resultant votages should be directly proportional the the 
resistor values. This shows by ohms law that equal currents are being forced 
through each resistor. His example uses a 100 and 50 ohm values. I assume 
that a very accurate rf voltmeter is not a neccesity to this experiment as we 
are only concerned with ratios. A simple homebrew rf probe should work and a 
qrp rig should be able to supply the rf.

My solution with QSL cards is twofold. 


First for special occasions I home brew my own. There are some examples up 
at my web site. They are all done in Word and printed on yellow card stock 


one at a time. I have to trim about a half an inch off two sides of the 
card when done to get them down to the standard US size card. I print up 
so few of these for any one event (Flight of the Bumblebee, FYBO, 
vacations, and the like) that it is not worth it to have cards printed for 
those events. Yet it is still nice to have a special card. 


For most of my QSLs I use cards printed by W4MPY, who has been real good 
helping me to get what I wanted on the card. The last time we went through 
three or four iterations before it printed the cards. One nice feature I 
had him put on it was a set of check boxes to cover the kinds of activities 
I do. There is a check box for each of the following: 

Fixed 

Mobile 

Portable 

QRP - pwr: 

QTH: 

That way I can indicate how I was operating for each QSL and if I'm running 
QRP I have a place to put the power level. If I'm not I home I check the 
QTH item and write in where I am. That is usually the county I operated 
from, but I have used other things as well. 


Other things I have on the cards are a few awards, the 10-X number, the 
ARCI number, my full six character grid locator, and my county. 


As a county hunter it is always a pain to get back a card without the 
county noted. But even worst than that I've gotten cards back with no 
better location indicated than that they were in the US. That one was from 
a DX station visiting the states. So perhaps I can forgive him. I did get 
a card back from a QRP station in NC once that didn't give the location any 
better than the state.

The USA county award does not have to have the county on it, but you do 
need to be able to identify the county. Sometime Zip code is good 

enough. It the zip code crosses a county line then it does not work. When 
it doubt you can use the address on the card an figure out where it is from 
one of the mapping programs - that is unless the guy only has a PO address 
with a zip code. 


For the basic award you can have two hams check them and sign off. Then 
you will only be asked to send a few cards to the official USA-CA custodian 
for checking. So the standards are highly dependent on who does the 
checking. By far the easiest solution is just to use cards that have the 
county marked on them. 


After the basic award no one check cards - you don't even need to collect 
the cards if you work the counties a second time, or go after one of their 
more specialized awards.
